Every owner hopes to get a cham- 
pion. The amount of money you 
spend and w hat you know doesn't 
really matter—even the smallest 
owner can get lucky. This is part of 
the excitement of horse racing. 


What kind of horses do you own? 


| race Standard Breed. This means 
that the horse races a standard 
mile: They have a particulate gate 
when they run, and an easier 
demeanor than Thoroughbreds, 
which tend to be quite excitable. 


Are horse owners competitive? 
There is camaraderie among horse 
owners. There is sympathy if a

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STEVE KURTZ WOKE UP ON MAY 11, 2004 
and found that his 45-year-old wife, 
Hope Kurtz, had stopped breathing, 
The paramedics, unable to revive 

her, called in the death to the police 
When the officers arrived, they 

found lab equipment, petri dishes 
growing with what appeared to be 
bacteria, and several books on bioter- 
rorism in the Kurtz's Buffalo home. 
When questioned, Steve Kurtz 
explained that this material was all 
for art projects and a new book 

The next day, Federal agents 
apprehended Kurtz as he was leav- 
ing the house; they returned again 
the day after to conduct a search, 
dressed in hazmat suits and masks. 
According to an email Kurtz later 
sent to a colleague, “I was detained 
for 22 hours by the FBI. They seized 
my wife's body [and my] house, cat, 
and car. In the house they seized 
computers, science equipment 
chunks of my library, teaching files 
and all of my research for a new 
book.” 

Kurtz is a founding member of the 
Critical Art Ensemble, an acclaimed 
five member collective that makes 
art, books, and Web sites to demysti- 
fy concepts like biotechnology and to 
question whose interests are being 
served by certain scientific research. 
In its installation “Free Range Grain,” 
parts of which were confiscated in 
the FBI search, the Ensemble con- 
structed a portable genetic-testing 
laboratory and invited museumgoers 
to bring breakfast cereal to test for 
common genetic modifications. They 
refer to themselves as “tactical media 
practitioners”; their writings, which 
are suffused with a dark, Orwellian 
vision of oppressive corporate and 
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Bacteria is not for research 
The FBI doesn’t take very kindly to science as art 


governmental power, are coyly 
provocative, using the language of 
revolution but never calling explicitly 
for illegal activity. 


BUBONIC RAID 
At the time of the FBI raid, Kurtz 


was working on the Ensemble’s lat- 
est and perhaps most controversial 
project, tentatively called “The 
Marching Plague.” The project simu- 
lates government biowarfare tests as 
part of a critique of what Claire 
Pentecost—a professor of photogra- 
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phy at the Art Institute of Chicago 
and a long-time friend of Steve 
Kurtz—calls “the militarization of 
public health.” The harmless strains 
recovered from Kurtz’ petri dishes 
included Bacillus atrophaeus, which 
lives in soil and rotting vegetation,

and has been used as a stand-in for 
its cousin, Bacillus anthrax, in mock 
anthrax attacks, as well as Serratia 
marcescens, a bright red bacterium 
that has been used for decades to test 
person-to-person transmission of 
bacteria. Geneticist Robert Ferrell, of 
the University of Pittsburgh, alleged- 
ly obtained the bacteria for Kurtz and 
mailed them to him. 

On the day after Hope Kurtz died, 
Pentecost flew to Buffalo to help her 
grieving friend and was confronted 
at the airport two FBI agents who 
had a series of questions for her: Had 
Steve Kurtz ever advocated the over- 
throw of the US government? Could 
he be involved in terrorist activities? 
“1 can’t even imagine it,” Pentecost 
told them. 

A few days later, the New York 
State public health department deter- 
mined that the bacteria from Kurtz’ 
petri dishes were publicly available, 
innocuous strains, and that 
Kurtz's house posed no safety threat 
“That's about the time you'd think 
they would have let this go,” 
Pentecost suggests. 

But on May 29, FBI agents tailed

two Critical Art Ensemble artists to 
the Holiday Inn across from the 
Massachusetts Museum of 
Contemporary Art (MASS MoCa), 
where they were preparing for an 
exhibit that was to have included 
“Free Range Grain,” and served 
them with subpoenas. The subpoe- 
nas—and those served on six other 
artists associated with the Critical 
Art Ensemble—cited a USA PATRI- 
OT Act article prohibiting posses- 
sion of “any biological agent” that is 
not justified by ‘ “prophylactic, pro- 
tective, bona fide research, or other 
peaceful purpose.”

ART IS BIO-TERRIFYING 
On June 29, the bioterrorism- 
based charges were replaced with 
charges of mail and wire fraud 





against Kurtz and Ferrell, who'd 
mailed the bacteria. The indictment 
charged that they’d hatched a 
“scheme to defraud” the University 
of Pittsburgh Human Genetics 
Laboratory and the American Type 
Culture Collection—the company 
they obtained the microbes from— 
because they allegedly violated the 
rules about how to obtain, store, 
and ship microbes. 

Both legal and scientific critics 
have blasted the FBI for what 
appears to be a heavy-handed 
attack on both an important artist 
and a working scientist. Francis 
Boyle, a law professor at the 
University of Illinois, Urbana- 
Champaign, who drafted the 1989 
Biological Weapons Anti-Terrorism 
Act, says it was intended to go after 
government contractors who were 
developing bioweapons as well as 
doing biodefense research, and he 
calls the FBI's tactics a “pretty out- 
rageous misuse of the law.” US

Helen Humphreys discusses 
the discipline of authorship 








WILD DOGS 

By Helen Humphreys 
(HarperCollins Publishers Ltd) 
185 pp./ $28; hardcover 





IN PREPARATION FOR THE 2004 
Summer Olympics, the city of Athens 
aimed to put its best foot forward by 
cleaning out its population of stray 
dogs. According to the World Society 
for the Protection of Animals, over 80 
per cent of the world’s dogs are 
strays. These animals can form packs 
and become a threat not only to live- 
stock and pets, but also to mail carri- 
ers and other pedestrians. One of the 
reasons they are so dangerous is that 
they don’t fear humans. Large cities 
such as Detroit have gone to extreme 
measures to address the problem. 

Though such stories caught Helen 
Humphreys’s attention, her latest 
novel isn’t a non-fiction documenta- 
tion of the phenomena. Neither does 
it centre on the co-dependent nature 
of relationships between dogs and 
humans. That’s been done before. 
Her dogs are a metaphor for their six 
owners, with who they share similar 
characteristics. The owners them- 
selves begin to meet at sunset every- 
day and soon form an unlikely pack 
of their own: Each of them, says the 
author, “is exploring wildness in dif- 
ferent ways. All have their own 
story... Love is a wildness; it can turn 
on you.” 

Eventually the stories of the others 
complete the narrative that Alice, the 
main character, begins. Because of 
this serial point of view, the novel is 
reminiscent of American writer 
Barbara Kingsolver’s Pulitzer prize- 





nominated novel Poisonwood 
Bible, which also reveals the 
whole story bit by bit as each 
character tells her version. 
Only by hearing all the voices 
does one understand what 
has really happened. 
Though she appreciates 
structure and language, 
Humphreys is primarily 
concerned with telling a 
good story, and she expects 
the same from other writ- 
ers. As she puts it, “It’s like | 











a writer is taking me toa 
party... We're all entranced by story. 
[But] the writer must have some 
authority, [inspire] trust. We want to 
be affected by it.” 

It's no surprise Humphreys has a 
dog herself, a Hungarian pointer 
named Vizsla, to whom she is very 
attached. She describes the relation- 
ships between humans and their 
dogs as “very intimate.” 

“Dogs don’t judge us,” she adds. 

Though Humphreys explores 
aspects of wildness in this novel, her 
writing life is disciplined and con- 
suming. She produces a novel about 
every two years, researches exten- 
sively and enjoys it, but knows how 
to limit herself and keep things man- 
ageable. “My stories tend to be closed 
worlds,” she says. “I want to know 
something very well... confine the 
story—and then let language loose. 

“Writing takes a lot of emotional 
energy,” she says, adding, “When I’m 
ina book, I haven’t much to give a 
relationship. [Of course] writing is a 
relationship too, a very demanding 
relationship.” She doesn’t have 





writer's 
blocks, but fears repeating herself.“I © 
worry about not being able to move 
myself up to another level,” she says 
She speaks of the importance of per- 
severance. “[In a way] writing is wait- 
ing.” But she doesn’t mean pointless 
waiting. She has published four 
books of poetry, and this is her fourth , 
novel. 

Humphreys’s earlier novels, 
Leaving Earth, Afterimage and The Lost 
Garden, have won her recognition 
and awards, so she’s in demand as a 
mentor and likes it more than she 
thought she would. Heradvice to 
young writers: “find your own path” 
and especially: “don’t leave it [your 
writing] in the bottom drawer.” 
Previously, she supported herself 
witha series of rather mundane jobs. 
This was intentional, The thing was 
to get a job as far away as possible i 
from writing. “The mind is always 
working,” she says, adding quixoti- iq 
cally: “I’ve always written; that's all 
I’ve ever done.”

IN PRAISE OF SLOW 
by Car Honoré 

Alfred A. Knopf, 

310 pp. 





IT'S HARD TO SAY “WE LIVE IN THE AGE 
of speed” without sounding like 
somebody’s great-grandpa, or to use 
the term “time-sickness” without 
first draping yourself in hemp. Yet 
it’s harder still to imagine anyone 
who can’t immediately understand 
what is meant by these phrases, or to 
imagine anyone denying that for 
many of us, speed has become a 
problem. 

Carl Honoré, a Canadian journal- 
ist living in London, has written a 
balanced, sincere exploration of this 
issue. A reformed “speedaholic,” 
Honoré was moyed to apply the 
brakes when he found himself actu- 
ally considering purchasing a book 
of One-Minute Bedtime Stories, con- 
densed versions of popular fairy 
tales designed to accelerate toddler 
bedtime rituals to a more acceptable 
pace. Honoré’s speed epiphany 
inspired him to change his pes 
habits, and the benefits he derived

The book tracks the Slow 
Movement from its Slow Food ori- 
gins in Italy to Slow Hotels in 
Austria, the Sloth Club in Japan, 
Chinese herbalists in Hertfordshire, 
job sharing in Canada, and Tempo 
Guisto musicians in Hamburg. 
Honoré’s journalistic background 
makes this book a particular plea- 
sure to read. He combines fact, 
analysis, and anecdote elegantly and 
compellingly, and includes inter- 
views with Slow practitioners from 
all walks of life. Careful not to leave 
any aspect of the Slow Movement 
unexplored, Honoré covers food, 
sex, sport, cities, medicine, work and 
child-rearing, and personally tests all 
the activities he describes. 

As a reformed journalist-speed 
demon, Honoré is sympathetic to 
the challenges~both financial and 
mental-most people face when con- 
sidering the practical issues of slow- 
ing down. He approaches all Slow 
activities with a healthy ticism,

$6,000 worth of instruments, gear 
and accessories, in strictly fiscal 
terms. 

“But some of the gear is irreplace- 
able—special stuff, one-of-a-kind,” 
Foster says. “My bass was a vintage 
shortscale. You don’t come across 
them very often. And lots of pedals.” 

7 And 7 Is’ pedal collection will be 
missed by their audience, too—it’s a 
potent weapon in their mod-rock 
sonic arsenal. The lads used them 
well, and it probably took years to 
find them all and integrate them into 
their sound. 

Music-lovers will be further shaft- 
ed by this theft in a more subtle way, 
as well. The band was in the process 
of writing new material, with the 
intention of recording a follow-up to 
their thunderous debut EP in the 
not-too-distant future. Any ambi- 
tions of heading into the studio now 
have to be shelved until much of the 
gear is replaced.

BILL HICKS’ DEATH IN 1994 AT THE AGE OF 32 
marked the tragic end to one of the most 
vital comics in the history of the medi- 
um, With only audio documented perfor- 
mances available as testament to his 
incendiary personality, the curious were 
left with an incomplete picture of the 
man. No more, as the Bill Hicks Live: 
Satirist, Social 
Critic, Stand 
Up Comedian 
DVD finally 
allows fans the 
chance to wit- 
ness the spec- 
tacle of a Bill 
Hicks routine 
firsthand 

The disc 
features three 
performances 
all from within 
the same peri- 
od of Bill's 
career. The 
first is the 
1991 “One 
Night Stand” 
set in Chicago 
The weakest 
and shortest of 
the three, Bill 
performs to a 
somewhat 
confused audi- 
ence that is 
unsure what to 
make of the ranting ball of fury spewing 
bile in front of them. Bill's smugness is 
in full swing here, and thankfully is toned 
down in later performances. 

The second feature is “Relentless” 
from Montreal's Comedy Festival in 
1991, and at 70 minutes in length it is 
the longest on the disc. Regarded as his 
breakthrough performance, it is also the 
best and most intimate of the three. The 
reserved nature of the Montreal crowd 
affects his performance drastically, and 
as a result Bill works a slow boil, even- 
tually exploding all over the audience in 
the best moment of the entire DVD. 
Screaming about how he wants his rock 
stars dead, miming a guitar in one hand 
and a gun in the other, Hicks demon- 
strates the ultimate rock spectacle

(“Mommy, Mommy! The man Bill told 
me to listen to has a blood bubble com- 
ing from his nose!”), and his frenzy, 
borne of his frustrations with the 
crowd's timid nature, seems to win 
them over 

The final set is “Revelations” from 
London's Dominion Theatre. At this 
point in his career, Bill had found some 
of the success that had long been elud- 
ing him, and more importantly, an audi- 
ence that he finally felt understood him 
His excitement is palpable and his 
enthusiasm for playing to a non- 
American crowd 
is obvious. His 
best material is 
represented 
here, but in typi- 
cal Hicks fashion 
he still manages 
to alienate a 
large portion of 
the crowd with 
his “Goat Boy” 
routine, a sexu- 
ally perverse 
alter-ego that 
provides a 
glimpse into the 
darker regions 
of Bill's psyche. 

The material 
is decidedly 
provocative, 
though usually 
there is an artic- 
ulate reasoning 
to his outrage. 
And it isn't all 
darkness and 
bile; each of his 
sets conclude 
with a plea for peace and an end to 
hunger. Throughout it all, one is left 
with the definite impression that he 
believed in the common good of people, 
but was frustrated in people's willing- 
ness to subscribe to the distraction and 
pacification that he felt was ever-present 
in almost all facets of society. He was 
also unafraid to tackle issues that most 
shied away from, whether it was abor- 
tion, religion, or the Gulf War. And 
though his unwillingness to compro- 
mise lost him more than a few commer- 
cial opportunities, the continued rele- 
vance of the majority of his material 
speaks volumes of his insightful and 
critical (not to mention brutally hilari- 
ous) nature.

ANTHRAX IS ONE OF THOSE BANDS THAT I'VE 
just never managed to get that worked 
up about. If say, Metallica had rere- 
corded their glory year “hits” with the 
new line-up and given it an awful and 
presumptuous name, I'd be outraged. 
Suicidal Tendencies pulled a similar 
trick in the 90s with Still Cyco After All 
These Years, and that album was a 
complete piece of shit, no two ways 
about it. 

With Anthrax, it's kind of neither 
here nor there. The line-up changes 
mean that there is a completely differ- 
ent singer than on the originals, as 
well as a different guitarist. This 
doesn’t alter the songs as much as 
you may think. The main difference is 
that instead of a dated late-80s metal 
sound, everything has an already 
dated scooped-mid/ultra-compressed 
‘00s metal sound. 

The songs? Well, they're all here | 
guess. “Caught in a Mosh,” “Indians,” 
“Madhouse,” and in fairness, they all 
sound decent. The band seems to 
have put enough effort into this album 
to make it work, and it's heavily pack- 
aged as a thank you to Anthrax fans. 
And it’s these fans who voted for 
which songs would appear on the 
album, with one lucky guy getting the 
opportunity to gush like a wee girly in 
the liner notes. 

But you know what? I've just never 
been one (a fan). And while a bunch of 
the tracks are pretty good, it just feels 
tainted somehow. 

| reckon it would satisfy anyone 
who grew up with the band, though— 
which is surprising, as the concept 
seems so weak.

Probably best known 
for producing key albums by Echo and 
the Bunnymen and the Fall, lan Broudie 
reveals himself as a creative force in 
songwriting as well as production with 
Tales Told, his first solo release. You 
might recall Broudie's vocals when he 
fronted his Brit-pop band, the Lightning 
Seeds, as a little “light,” but his whimsi- 
cal vocal stylings are the perfect com- 
plement to the bare bones approach to 
songwriting that Tales Told perfects. 
The compositions rely mainly on careful 
and elegant blending of acoustic guitar 
and banjo, with Broudie’s nostalgic 
crooning and wry, bittersweet lyrics as 
frothy and delicate as the foam on a 
cappuccino. This is not to say that the 
record is atmospherically frivolous how- 
ever; but the mood is inviting rather 
than overwhelming. Johnny Cash's 
influence is evident on “Always 
Knocking” and “Smoke Rings,” but this 
record eludes deconstruction by influ- 
ences and is thus, surprisingly fresh. 
Tales Told is the perfect antidote to an 
overdose of art-rock, as thirst quench- 
ing as a cool glass of water after a 
heavy night’s drinking.

On their second album, the outfit some-

\mprovised pieces bridge the original 
cuts, a technique harking back to at least 
the heyday of Kraftwerk, providing reinter- 
pretations, “remixes,” and originals in one 
seamless package. 

Infusion are also keen on social com- 
mentary, tackling globalization, preemptive 
warfare, consumerism, and 9/11 in an 
eloquent manner that easily makes Six 
Feet Above Yesterday—if not the best 
ever from Down Under—the synth-pop 
(or, should one prefer, “electronica”) 
album of the year. Honest!

In The Five 
Obstructions he challenges his men- 
tor Jorgen Leth to remake his own 
short film The Perfect Human five 
times, observing an arbitrary rule in 
each re-telling. The result is a won- 
derful work of cinema that pays 
homage to Leth’s creative spirit. 

Born Into Brothels (Director: Zana 
Briski/Ross Kauffman)—Not so much 
a film as a concept, Born Into Brothels 
is a documentary created out of 
Briski’s passion for the children she 
met while photographing the slums 
of Calcutta.

WES ANDERSON’S FILMS DIVIDE AUDI- 
ences, While his odd characters are 
often pleasantly quirky, there's 
something overly intellectual about 
the tightly controlled design, and 
dialogue that seems to be anachro- 
nistic, along the same vein as the 
vaguely Victorian salon comedies of 
Walt Stillman. 

You get the sense that you're 
opening up something antique 
when you watch a Wes Anderson 
film, owing to his penchant for the 
theatrical. In the last two films, he 
incorporates performances within 
the lives of his characters: the Max 
Fischer productions from Rushmore 
and Margot Tenenbaum’s odd little 
childhood presentations to her 
career as a failed playwright. The Life 

Aquatic opens in a literal theatre, 
with the screening of the latest docu- 
mentary film by Steve Zissou, the 
Bill Murray character. 

The Life Aquatic is a spoof of high- 
glam adventurers, especially Jacques 
Cousteau, whose divers once 

enjoyed gourmet dining and cham- 
pagne for three weeks in a subma- 
rine at a depth of 330 feet. cata 

Steve Zissou is an aging oceano- 
graphic film star at a crossroads. 

Like other Anderson characters 
before him, his glory days have 
passed and his laurels aren’t so com- 
fortable to rest on any more. On his 
latest expedition, his best friend 
Fsteban was eaten by the mysterious 
jaguar shark, and his wife Eleanor 
(Anjelica Huston) appears on the 
verge of leaving him for her ex-hus- 
band, the insufferable golden boy of 
oceanography, Alastair Hennessey 
(Jeff Goldblum, with shades of his 
jurassic Park character). 

Enter Ned Plimpton (Owen 
Wilson), Kentucky Air pilot and pos- 
sibly Zissou’s illegitimate son, and 
journalist Jane Winslett-Richardson 
(Cate Blanchett), a hormone-charged 
20-getter who has gone and got her- 
self pregnant. The crew of the 
Belafonte, including the sensitive 
German Klaus Dai (Willem ~ 
Dafoe), vari sundry experts 
in Oceanogra’ , gastronomy and 
film price ae finally, insur- 
ance stooge Bill Ubell (Bud Cort— 
BUD CORT!) completes itself. 
There are too many characters, 
actually, each a sketch in peculiari- 
ties that make you grateful that the 
Tenenbaums were a simple nuclear 
family. The Life Aquatic is unsatisfy- 
ing in that way, providing scant 
Opportunities to really get to know 
the characters, skimping on Hise in 
favour of extra’ 

But where iedeapeatiain! inthe

been in on the project from its incep- 
tion. “The idea was to have a show 
about drawing in this community,” 
she says. 

Finding the artists themselves was 
a process of “pulling people out,” 
some known for drawing and some 
for other disciplines. 

The gallery didn’t start with a pre-

themselves decide what “draw” 
meant. 

“The idea was to open up new 
spaces about what drawing would 
be,” says Bunnell. Offering this kind 
of license to 26 Edmonton artists, 
some of them established profes- 
sionals, others fresh out of school, 
has meant a very fluid exhibit, full of 
surprises. 

One of the most inspired works is 
a wall creation by Jonathan Kaiser. 
He began by changing the institu- 
tion space to a domestic space, 
adding baseboards, light switches, 
coat hooks, and an air vent. From 
there, the space began to grow, with 
found objects, Jack’s beanstalk, pop- 
out characters, balloons, ladders in 
the air. “I think he’s still adding 
things,” says Bunnell. 

Not only can works of art grow 
but they don’t have to be permanent. 
Several wall drawings will only last 
as long as the exhibition does. One 
example is Lisa Murray's “Meanie,” 
a-snouted creature in charcoal and 
latex paint, large as a child’s night- 
mare. 

Bunnell talks of watching Murray 
and several of the other artists at 
work in the last week before the 
show opened. “It was like an artist’s 
workshop,” she says. Apparently, 
when Murray had finished her wall 
she wanted to keep going. 
Fortunately, her drawings of tiny 
organic creatures with echoes of 
“Meanie” also found a place in the 
show and will continue to exist after 
the exhibition closes. 


THE COMPLETE PICTURE 





Another of the impermanent 
works is so subtle you might be in 
danger of missing it. Catherine 
Burgess, known as a sculptor, doubt- 
ed whether she could participate 
until she tried using thread as line. 
Her “drawings,” though exquisitely 
delicate and installed at eye level on 
the wall, are very much related to 
sculpture. 

“Drawing is often the place where 
you take risks and discover things,” 
says Bunnell. As well as being part 
of the installation process, she talked 
to the individual artists about their 
progress and did a lot of studio visits 
as the exhibition was being born. 

While a viewer in a hurry might 
miss the Burgess works, there is no 
way to overlook Trish Mursky’s 
“Send Me Your Pillow.” With two 
female figures, complete with 
breasts and pubic hair, it issues a 
direct challenge, especially as you 
notice that they are both girlish (with 
stockings and bows) and locked in 
battle. Not only that: the lines and 
shadows that make up the drawing 
are created entirely from masonry 
nails. 

“This is the girl’s room,” says 
Bunnell with a laugh. “It says some- 
thing about power and identity.” 
Three other artists share the space 
with Mursky’s combatants. Deirdre 
McCleneghan invites viewers to don 
a pair of white gloves and go ona 
shopping spree. Jessie Kovesky also 
issues an invitation to touch, but 
gently, her wall of snawflakes. 
Apparently it is much easier to work 
ona body than cold wallboard. 
Brenda Malkinson’s “Strapless” 
explores the possibilities of one form 
or shape, using whatever mediums 
are available, including earlier draw- 
Ings. 

Pieces by twenty-six individual 
artists are, alas, too many to try to 
describe, especially as relationships 
between the works develop on site.

“A month after I gave birth to my 
first child, my husband reached for 
me in bed and started kissing my 
neck and caressing my thighs,” says 
Kelly, who is using a pseudonym to 
protect her privacy. “But while he 
was lighting candles, | was staring at 
the ceiling and running through the 
grocery list in my head.” 
~ Due to hormonal shifts during her 
pregnancy, Kelly, a mother of two in 
South Kingstown, RL, no longer felt 
a glimmer of interest in sex. Tests 
showed that her body was low on 
testosterone—the hormone that fuels 
sexual desire in both men and 
women. Kelly’s doctor prescribed 
pills containing DHEA (a precursor 
to testosterone) and a testosterone 
gel that she applies to her skin once a 
day. “Now my husband and I are 
having pull-the-buttons-off-your- 
shirt sex again,” she says. “We can 
barely wait until our kids drift off to 
sleep at night.” 

Following the tremendous success 
of Viagra, a pill that treats erectile 
dysfunction in men, drug and sup- 
plement manufacturers are working 
to address the needs of women like 
Maura Kelly. 

This trend has accelerated since 
Pfizer, the New York-based compa- 
ny that makes Viagra, announced in 
Feb. 2004 that its wonder drug does 
not significantly improve sexual 
functioning in women. Now drug 
and supplement makers are racing 
to create the first “Viagra for 
women’’—a feat that is proving dif- 
ficult because women’s sexual 
response is physiologically and psy- 
chologically more complicated than 
that of men. 

Though the Food and Drug 
Administration has yet to approve a 
single drug for women’s sexual 
functioning, off-label and over-the- 
counter remedies abound. Some, 
like the drugs that Kelly took, are 
prescription remedies still undergo- 
ing clinical trials. Others are over- 
the-counter, nonprescription supple- 
ments. Amidst the hype surround- 
ing these products, it’s hard for 
women to know which remedies 
might solve their sexual problems— 
and whether these problems require 
treatment in the first place. Health

communication problems in a 
romantic relationship, or trauma 
stemming from a rape or childhood 
sexual abuse. Medical tests may 
reveal hormonal imbalances trig- 
gered by pregnancy or by taking 
prescription drugs. Doctors may dis- 
cover that a woman has pain during 
intercourse because birth control 
pills don’t mix well with her body 
chemistry. They may find that she 
has lost sensation in her pelvis due

to nerve damage suffered during 
childbirth or a hysterectomy. 

For most of these problems, there 
are effective solutions. Doctors may 
suggest counseling or sex therapy. 
They may give a woman new pre- 
scriptions that are less likely to affect 
her hormone levels. They may per- 
form surgery to repair nerve dam- 
age or recommend Kegel exercises 
to strengthen the muscles of the 
pelvic floor. 

In recent years, a growing num- 
ber of doctors are not only turn- 
ing to these standard reme- 
dies, but to prescription 
drugs. In 1997, a group of 
leading urologists met in 
Boston and coined the 
term “Female Sexual 
Dysfunction” to 
describe women’s 
problems with desire, 
arousal and orgasm. In 
1999, a study pub- 
lished in the Journal of 
the American Medical 
Association found that 
sexual dysfunction 
affects more women 


started diagnosing women with sex- 
ual dysfunction and giving them 
drugs like those that Maura Kelly 
took. Because the federal Food and 
Drug Administration has yet to 
approve any sex drugs for women, 
all of these remedies are prescribed 
“off-label,” that is, administered in a 
way that is different from their 
intended use. 

Though these off-label applica- 
tions are still under scientific study, 
most health advocates approve of 
them because they are done with a 
doctor's supervision. “Many women 
say off-label treatments have made a 
terrific difference and literally 
helped them turn their sex lives 
around,” says Lisa Martinez, direc- 
tor of the Cincinnati-based Women’s 
Sexual Health Foundation. 


WITCHES’ BREW 

If a woman doesn’t feel comfort- 
able confiding in her doctor about 
her sexual problems, she may try 
one of over-the-counter remedies 
peddled in magazines, on TV and on 
the Internet. From Viafem, Scream 
Kreem to Zestra Feminine Arousal 
Fluid, these remedies have names 
corresponding to every letter of the 
alphabet. From bull's testicles to gin- 
seng, they contain every ingredient 
believed to stir desire or 
ignite an orgasm. 





























Advertised with soft-focus photos 
and presented as if they were pre- 
scription drugs, herbal remedies can 
rake in big profits. Avlimil, one of 
the most popular sex supplements 
for women, has racked up $30 mil- 
lion in annual sales since it was 
introduced in January 2003. But its 
ads lack scientific data—a practice 
that is common with herbal reme- 
dies. 

“Though some women swear by 
herbal remedies, these supplements 
can have a placebo effect 30 to 40 
percent of the time,” says Julia R 
Heiman, director of The Kinsey 
Institute for Research in Sex, Gender 
and Reproduction at Indiana 
University in Bloomington. “But is 
this an enduring response? And, 
more important, is it safe?” 

Because herbal supplements do 
not contain drugs, they do not 
require federal approval and are 
pulled off the market only when 
users report adverse affects. Some 
may contain ingredients that trigger 
adverse reactions when taken with 
common medications. Some may 
contain potentially hazardous sub- 
stances such as ephedra, an herbal 
stimulant that has been linked to 
several deaths. 

“Unless there are appropriate, 
double-blind, placebo-controlled 
studies for these products, I 
wouldn't use them and I wouldn’t 
try them,” asserts Dr. Inn 
Goldstein, director of Boston 
University’s Institute for Sexual 

Medicine. 


Since Viagra hit the market in 
1998, it has racked up more than $5 
billion in sales and garnered 23 mil- 
lion prescriptions Two newer drugs 
for erectile dysfunction—Levitra and 
Cialis—are also raking in big profits. 

Across the US, drug and supple- 
ment makers are scrambling to cre- 
ate companion pills for women. In 
Cranberry, NJ., Palatin Technologies 
is developing a pill that stimulates 
the area of the brain related to sexual 
arousal. In Bothell, Wash., Nastech 
Pharmaceutical Company is testing 
a nasal spray designed to improve 
lubricating secretions. In 
Lincolnshire, Ill, BioSante 
Pharmaceutical Inc. is developing a 
el for the treatment of 
female sexual dysfunction. In 
Cincinatti, Proctor and Gamble is 
testing Intrinsa, a testosterone patch 
designed to boost libido in post- 
menof ausal women. Sixty per cent 
effective in clinical trials, Intrinsa is 
slated to hit the market in 2005 and 
will likely be the first d the feder 
al food and drug agency approves 
for sexual dysfunction in women 

Though encouraged by this 
research, health advocates say it may 
be years before science makes sense 
of women’s sexual functioning, 

“The development of Viagra and 
other drugs has kicked up a lot of 
interest,” says the Kinsey Institute's 
Heiman. “But it’s going to take time 
before we figure out what's really 
valuable and for whom.”

wouldn't kill her.” 

Nancy soon realized, however, that nat wanting 
to have sex with people you fall in love with doesn’t 
always go over so well. 

“I've leamed that | shouldn't start something | 
can't finish,” she explains. 

Asa teenager in the 70s, someone like Nancy 
would probably indeed be called a “freak of nature.” 
She preferred “asexual,” a word she came up with 
on her own, but she says, “I always thought | was 
the only one.” 

Better late than never, she recently searched 
online and found AVEN,, the Asexuality Visibility and 
Education Network (asexuality.org). 

Nancy, who has been happily mamied for the 
last six years to a mentally disabled man “with a 
wonderful sense of humour and a low sex drive,” 
admits she feels a bit jealous because nothing like 
AVEN existed for her through those brutal teenage 
years, 

“{ can't imagine how different my life would have 
been if | had found a place to meet others like me,” 
she laments. 


GROUP NO-SEX 

That's partly why 21-year-old David Jay started 
AVEN two years ago. 

“In high school, | spent a lot of time struggling 
with my sexuality,” explains Jay, a student at 
Wesleyan University in Middletown, Connecticut, 
who has never had-sex. “People talked about hav- 
ing crushes on people, and all that hokey ‘do you 
like someone; do you like-like someone’ stuff, and | 
didn't get it. | had no frame of personal experience 
to understand what people were talking about.” 

Jay got involved in queer politics in college and 
leamed a lot about the complexities of sexuality and 
the importance of forming communities around 
sexual identity. 

He “came out” as asexual and quickly recog- 
nized how little information was available on the 
subject. Since starting AVEN, 800 members have 
now found a place to discuss, commiserate, and 
share stories. 

Most amusing are the predictable responses 
that sexual people always offer to those with an 
inability to feel sexual attraction: You're sexually 
repressed/you haven't had sex with me/you hate 
men/you hate women/you've experienced sexual 
trauma and are afraid to have sex/you haven't met 
the night person. 

But, Nancy argues, she’s met plenty of “right” 
people, she certainly doesn't hate men or women, 

and she says the asexuals she's met have suffered 
No more sexual trauma than the rest of us. And as 
for the plumbing, it's just fine, thank you Very much. 

“ve masturbated,” she admits. “Everything 
works, but | still don’t see what all the fuss is about.” 

While the idea of never wanting sex seems hard 
for most of us to accept, Nancy likens it to putting a 
straight man into a world that says, “now you have 
to be attracted to men.”

Unfortunately, very few studies have been done 
to explain asexuality. 

Jay knows of one study being done at the 
Kinsey Institute, Their preliminary findings seem to 
back up what most asexuals already believe: asexu- 
ality is not a pathology. It is just something some 
people are—an identity. 


HOT, BUT NOT FOR YOU 

Described from a biological standpoint, asexuali- 
ty refers to an organism with no sexual organs and 
that reproduces itsel—ike the one-celled amoe- 
ba—by simply dividing itself in two. sexuality, as it 
applies to humans, is more about dividing sexual 
response from sexual attraction. 

Jay explains that while sexual activity can feel 
good (he admits he masturbates, though not all 
asexuals do), it's not something you're compelled 
to act upon with another person. 

“It's possible to have the neuro hardware kicking 
Out sexual sensations, but those sensations have to 
be interpreted by higher centers of the brain as sex- 
ual attraction,” explains 44-year-old Don from New 
Mexico, who has a background in biology. “You 
can feel pleasure and not associate it with sexual 
attraction. It’s just hard winng.” 

Don has never had sex and considered himself 
“heterosexual and celibate” until he discovered 
AVEN last September. “I didn't think it was unusual 
that | never wanted sex, because | thought | was 
waiting for marrage,” he explains. “! figured sooner 
or later it was going to change, but | eventually real- 
ized it wasn't going to.” 

That's because celibacy (a choice) is very differ- 
ent than asexuality, Which is an identity, explains 
Jay. 

“Asexuality is not about sexual purity or taking a 
moral stance against sex,” he tells me. “It’s also not 
Virginity-related: It's not like you lose your asexuality 
if you engage in sexual activity.” 

In fact, some asexual people who are in a rela- 
tionship with a sexual person will have sex and still 
consider themselves asexual because they are sim- 
ply doing it to please their partner. 

For the rest of us, a relationship without sex is 


rounding relationships and dating,” he explains. “I 
like the idea of being able to start with a clean slate 
in terms of what my expectations of relationships 
are, and how | wantto be intimate with people. Itis 
both scary and exciting.” 

Which is why a community like AVEN is so wel- 
come.
